This rating book is for use in the Army Controlled Indoctrination 
at Course given under the supervision of CAA War Training 
ervice. 


» On the cover of this book, the name of the trainee, his address, 
enlisted number, certificate number, class, and flight operator is to 
Ibe clearly printed. 


On the reverse side of this page there is a space providing for certifi- 
cation that the required Preliminary Ground Instruction has been 
received by the trainee. It will be necessary to execute this before 
any flight instruction is commenced. 


For each lesson the instructor is required to fill in both sides of one 
rating sheet. The front will provide for grading the trainee DUR- 
ING FLIGHT. (In order to facilitate the grading during flight this 
book was designed to be readily adaptable to a knee pad.) A space 
is provided for “Remarks.” It is imperative that the instructor 
utilize this space to its fullest extent at all times. The “Remarks” 
will be used to elaborate on grades when they are below average. 


On the reverse side of the rating sheet there are spaces provided for 
information pertinent to the lesson. Starting with No. 1, the lesson 
numbers shall be entered consecutively in their appropriate spaces. 
All entries are to be made on this sheet immediately after each flight. 
When these are made, the trainee and the instructor will certify to 
their accuracy in the spaces provided for their signatures. 


Grading 


The instructor shall grade the maneuvers according to the following 
scale: 


Excellent—1 (90% to 100%, incl.) Below average—4 (70% to 
Above average—2 (85% to 89%, incl.) 79%, incl.) 
Average—3 (80% to 84%, incl.) Failure—5 (below 70%) 


In arriving at the “Overall Flight Grade for Lesson” take an average 
of the numerical ratings and use the percentage corresponding to 
that figure on the above scale. 
Grades will be entered only when actual instruction or criticism on 
the maneuver is given. Do not “catalog” atrainee. A true grade of 
the trainee’s ability should be based upon the amount of training and 
practice he has had in the maneuvers upon which he is being graded.
